To Clean Piano Keys. — Rub them with 
fine glass-paper until the stain disappears, then 
polish with putty and water. . Pianoforte keys 
cannot be properly bleached unless they are re- 
moved from the instrument One way is to 
rub the ivory with powdered pumice stone and 
water, and place it whilst moist under a glass 
shade and expose it to sunshine. A new 
method, discovered by a Frenchman, is to sus- 
pend the bone or ivory in oil of turpentine, and 
expose it to the light for three or four days_ 
The substance to be bleached must not rest on 
the bottom of the vessel, as a thin acrid matter 
is deposited during the operation.

To Imitate Black Ebony. — First wet the 
wood with a solution of logwood chips and 
copperas (i. e., green vitrol or sulphate of iron, 
ferrous sulphate), boiled together and laid on 
hot. For this purpose 2 oz. of logwood chips, 
with 11-2 oz. of copperas, to a quart of water, 
will be required. When foe, wood has become 
dry, wet the surface again with a mixture of 
vinegar and steel filings. This mixture may be 
made by dissolving 2 oz. of steel filings in half 
pint of vinegar. When the work has become 
dry, glasspaper it down until quite smooth, 
then oil and fill in with powdered drop black 
mixed with the filler (i. e., a wood filler like that 
used in polishing). Work to be ebonised 
should be free from holes, etc. The work may 
require a coat of quick-drying varnish, and 
should then be rubbed with finely pulverized 
pumice stone and linseed oil until very smooth. 



To Remove G-reese From Cloth. — Drop on 
the spot some oil of tartar, or salt of worm- 
wood, which has been left in a damp place 
until it turns into a fluid ; immediately wash 
the^ place wit h lukewarm soft water, th en wit h 
cold"water andthe spot will disappear.

A New Treatment of Painted Walls. — A 
novel finish which, for want of a better term, 
has received the designation of "roughing," 
has been adopted in recent decorative works in i 
this country and England, and admits of con- 
siderable artistic development. The walls to I 
be so treated are painted in the ordinary way,^ 
the final coat being laid on rather more "round" ¥ 
than is usual with ordinary pigments. When 
the paint is sufficiently set, but before it has ■ 
had time to skin, or dry over its exposed sur- • j 
face, the walls are combed with an ordinary' j 
graining comb, either in perpendicular lines, or 
the combing may assume various , shapes as 
eccentric rings, diamonds, sqnares, cross hatch- 
ings, etc., at the discretion of the painter. The 
effects of light and shadow upon this combed 
surface enable very strong colors to be employ- 
ed with good results, and gold bronze/ zinc 
colors, enamels and other brilliant metallic 
compounds may be appropriately used in the 
decorative work. Of course, much of the ex- ! 
cellent appearance of "roughing" depends on • 
the degree of skill with which the combing has \ 
been done and the judgment displayed in the j 
scheme of coior. ;
